{ “Wilfully and maliciously, destroy 
j ^nd injure a house of worship” 
by blasting it with an explosive. 

Those "named in the indictment 
were Wallace H. Allen, Kenneth 
j Chester / Griffin, , George, • Allen 
/Bright, Robert Bolling and Rich-; 
lard Bolling. 

The Bollings are brothers. Rob- 
ert is in jail and Richard has been 
sought by police for several days. 
He is the mysterious “central 
figure”, ^officers have spoken of 
recently.; t

LIKE MOST OTHERS in the 
building, I returned to sleep. 

One resident who found a 
broken bathroom window shortly 
after the blast said, “l didn’t 
really connect the broken window 
with the noise. I couldn’t tell how 
loud the noise had been, where 
it had been or what it was. And 
I didn’t figure then that it caused 
the one broken window in our 
apartment.” 

She, too, returned to bed. Many 
slept through the entire event 
When news of the blast was 
broadcast early Sunday morning, 
residents of the building began 
calling each other. By 9:30 a.m. 
most lined the banks of the yard 
and./hdjoining yard-, staring in- 
amazement at the destruction 
next door. 

’We were shocked ' not only by 


the fact of the blast hut that such I 
a thing could occur within 100 
yards and no one would be roused, 
to the point of alarm. |

SHORTLY AFTER that we be- 
gan finding cracked and shat- 
tered windows throughout the 
building. 

Some of ‘the residents said they 
had called newspapers, police or 
television stations at the time of 
the blast but before it had been 
located. 

One said “Shortly after the 
blast, I think I heard another 
noise. It could have been some- 
thing falling. I looked out of every 
window in the apartment and the 
neighborhood looked - completely j 
quiet. The noise woke me so I 
couldn’t remember how kmd it 
had been. I thought it haa been 
a dynamite blast4mt4>ecause-the 
neighborhood was so quiet, I de- 
cided it could have been any*

Protestants, Catholics and Jews 
of Atlanta offered their aid and 
facilities to The Temple Mon- 
day and expressed shock, regret 
and shame in the dynamite blast- 
ing of the Jewish house of worship 
on Peachtree street. 

The Atlanta Christian Council 
offered The Temple its assist- 
ance and issued the following 
statement Monday morning: 

“The Atlanta v Christian Council 
deeply deplores acts of violence 
such as the bombing of The 


Temple. Such acts are diamet- 
rically opposed to the spirit and 
teachings of Christ. We extend 
to Rabbi Rothschild and The 
Temple congregation our heart- 
felt concern in their hour of 
tragic loss.” 

* * * 

THE STATEMENT was issued 
by the Rev. Wendell Wellman, 
president of the Christian Council. 

The executive board of the 
Georgia Council of Churches, rep- 
resenting nine Protestant denomi- 
nations, voiced a “profound sense 
of shock and distress.” They' 
said: 

“To our Jewish friends and 
neighbors we. would convey our 
heartfelt sympathy in their loss 
and our indignation that such a 
crime could have been committed 
in our midst.” 

Both Jewish arid Christian con- 
gregations were quick to offer 
their facilities, to The Hebrew 
Benevolent Congregation, popu- 
larly. known as.

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But Walls Blocked Noise 


The blast that shattered The 
Temple Sunday morning rattled 
windows and awakened sleepers 
for miles around the Northside, 
yet few people heard it south of 
Tenth street. 

Why? 

Dr. M. L. Meeks of the Georgia 
Tech physics department said the 
pattern of sound propagation was 
"unusual," but he advanced sev- 
eral possible explanations. 

To begin with. he explained^ 
waves from an explosion set off 
cm -a fl$t surface in an open area 


would ordinarily travel with equal 
intensity in all directions. 

What was abnormal about con- 
ditions in this particular explo- 
sion? 

The most obvious reason lies in 
the location of the blast: the 
charge apparently was low to the 
ground against a wall facing west 
and north. The rest of the building 
acted as something of a shield for 
areas to the south and east. 

'Probably the most important 
factor, Meeks continued, was the 
"caretaker of the buildings 


lying south of The Temple." 

To the north, he explained, most 
of the buildings < are one-story, 
single-family dwellings around 
which sound waves can travel al- 
most unobstructed. 

Toward town, however, there 
are more commercial structures 
and apartment buildings which 
"would shadow the sound." 

Finally, Meeks said, atmos- 
pheric, conditions may have 
played tricks with the sound. It 
is "not too unusual" for the sur- 
face of the, earth to be cooler 
than the air above it, he said. 

In such cases, - sound waves 
may rise and be reflected back 
to the earth much as radio waves 
i can travel great distances when 
: they are reflected by the iono- 
sphere. 

i i * 

; Meeks said he did not know for 
! certain whether such a condition^ 
prevailed ' Sunday morning. But 
he said he did notice that the' 
sound of- trains was carrying un- 
usually long- distances Saturday 
night. The "temperature inver- 
sion" phenomenon would account 
for that behavior, he said. 

But those who heard the blast 
wanted to know what happened. 

“From 3:35 to 4:30 a.m„ the 
switchboard was flooded with 
calls," said Mrs. Carolyn Baggett,^ 
night telephone operator for The 
Constitution. 

One caller told her the blast "al- 
most ‘knocked hiscar off the road 
- and him out of it" while he was 
‘ driving on .the Expressway, about . 
. five, miles north of the scene. ; j 
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Other callers said the explosioir| 
; shook whole houses. Several said I 
t they were asleep in large apsurf- 
1 ment houses and the shake awoke
